Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—[Spe- 
dal. —The quadrilateral agreement on 
the stabilization of peace in the Pa- 
cifie was accepted today by the pleni- 
potentiaries of the United States, 
Great Britain, Japan, and France, and 
is to be made public at a plenary ses- 
: sion of the international conference on 
the limitation of armaments tomorrow. 

Secretary Hughes, chairman of the 
conference, called the plenary session 
@hen shortly before 6 o'clock tonight 
M. Viviani notified him of the accept- 
ance of the compact by France. 

The Japanese acceptance was re- 
ceived by Mr. Hughes from Admiral 
Baron Kato earlier in the day. Great 
Britain already had indorsed the plan. 
which was proposed by Mr. Balfour. 
The agreement is acceptable to Presi- 
dent Harding and the American dele- 


Recognition of the Status Quo. 

The agreement provides for the rec- 
ognition by the four powers of the 
status quo of their island possessions 
in the Pacific and for the initiation of 
mediation and arbitration of any dig- 
putes which may arise between two or 
more of the powers with respect to

It also provides for the termination 
of the Anglo-Japanese allianee upon 
the ratification of the four power 
agreement by the signdtory nations. 

The substitution of the four power 
pact for the Tokio-London alliance 
represents the result of a suggestion 
made by Prime Minister Lloyd George 
of Great Britain last summer, follow- 
ing the imperial conference, which dis- 
closed a strong sentiment among the 
British overseas dominions for the 
termination of the alliance and for a 
close accord with the United States.

“I left him with the intention of 
killing him the first chance I got,” he 
is quoted as saying. 

Slaughter was shot twice through 


The dying Negro received his wound 
early this merning at Benton, an 
hour after the flight began, during a 
battle between four officers and the 
fleeing bandifs. 

Slaughter, considered among the 
most daring man killers and bank rob- 
bers in the history of the southwest, 
directed a speciacular escape in the 


“tate prison, which he ruled like a 
czar” for five hours. 


He summoned & guard, feigning ill- 
,ness, and when offered an extra bian- 
'ket to warm him in his death cell he 
‘covered the guard with a gun, dis- 
_armed him, then canvassect the prison. 
disarming and jailing the guards as he 
met them, 

How Escape Was Staged. 

The desperado, who was wanted in 
Oklahoma, Texas, Missouri, Kentucky, 
and Pennsylvania, then locked the 
warden and his family in his own death 
cell,-opened all the gates and doors of 
the prison, offered freedom to al! pris- 
oners, and after five hours escaped in 
an automobile at 2:30 this morning. 

Under sentence of death for the kill- 
ing of a “trusty” guard at the state 
prison farm at Tucker, Ark., where he 
was serving a life sentence for the kill- 
ing of Deputy Sheriff Row Brown of 
Hot Springs more than a year ago, 
Slaughter’s companions in flight in- 
cluded six convicts, four of whom were 
Negroes under sentence of death. 

After holding up the first guard and 
another standing near by he took their 
pistols and then forced them to go 
ahead of him to the stockade, where 
their presence admitted them and per- 
mitted him to overpower the one guard 
on duty there. After freeing the other 
convicts he took one of the guards to 
the office and took possession of it. 

Next he went to the hospital and 
forced a trained nurse to precede him 
to the apartments just outside the 
walls occupied by Warden Dempsey 
and his family. The nurse awakened 
them, and Slaughter forced them to) 
accompany him to the death cell, 
where they were locked up. 

Feeds Cream to Warden. 

He told them he would not harm 
them, and later, showing a peculiar 
trait of character, brought them a pot 
of coffee with cream, sugar, and cups. 

Slaughter then threw the gates of 
the penitentiary wide open and leisure 
ly set about outfitting himself and com. 
panions with civilian clothes from the 
commissary. What else was done to 
kill the time until 2:30 o'clock is not 
known, for every one except the seven 
men was locked up. 

At 2:30 o’clock Warden Dempsey said 
he heard a car move out from the peni

As a suggestion, he mentioned “the 
restoration of the arbitration machin- 
ery under Judge Alschuler, whic 
maintained peace in the packing indus- 
try during the war.” 

He declared that one of the main 


causes of the present walkout lay in ~ 


the fact that the packers scrapped the 
wartime agreement “in an effort tu 
crush the unions.” 

In conclusion he averred that he and 
his confreres were “ confident that the 
public will notetolerate arbitrary doin- 
ination of wages and working condl- 
tions and will demand the restoration 
of a fair method of/ arbitration, to 
which the unions of course will agree. 
The workers are confident of victory.”

Street Repairs and Cars. 


Owing to the fact that Randolph 
street was undergoing repairs between

tation. The results of the tests follow: 

No. 1—Over nortksouth streets. 


Average speed (actual running time): 
7.3 miles per hour. 

An accurate schedule of the tests, 
with every delay timed with a stop 
watch, is given-in the accompanying 
diagram, but these delays are only 
those jn which the machine came to 
a dead stop and do not tell the story 
of minutes of creeping and crawling 
along behind barely moving street 
cars, long lines: of automobiles, and 
lumbering drays and trucks. 

Street cars occasioned the greatest 
and most frequent delays. 

On Wabash avenue, for instance, 
the street car traffic is extremely 
heavy. It will be noted that on the 
east-west trip the automobile was held 
up at this’ street every time an at- 
tempt was made to cross, necessitating 
dead stops of from 11 to 71 seconds 
in duration, and the north-south trip 
along this thoroughfare met with de- 
lays lasting from 6 to 41 seconds at 
each intersection.

Two Districts Compared. 

Frank Hedley, general manager of 
the Interborpugh Rapid Transit com- 
pany, contragted the two districts in 
February before the war.

“In the Bronx a lot recently sold 
for $260,000, while land on Staten island 
can be bought for $150 an acre. In 
the Bronx district, which was the out- 
lying territory made accessible by rap- 
id transit facilities, the number’of new 
buildings in 1902 was 818, valued at 
$6,000,000. In 1904 the néw buildings 
numbered 1,610, and were valued at 
$21,000,000. In 1905 the new buildings 
numbered 2,242 and were valued at $38, 
000,000. The growth since that time 
has been almost constant. 

“One piece of property bought in 
1964 for $218,000 was sold in 1913 for 
$1,410,000.” 

From these and other facts recited 
Mr. Hedley drew some conclusions, as 


City Is Repaid. 

“The increased return from the 
taxes levied on this property (in the 
Bronx) mere than repays the city for 
the investment of its funds in subway 
extensions in the Bronx.

Postmaster General Hays submits an annual re- 
port on the department which promises well der 


| the future of the service under his direction. An

‘tract with the furnishers of stamped envelopes and 


newspaper wrappers. An item in support of his 


adjustments which will attract and hold men “of 
the ability required in the conduct of such an insti- 


ad- | (ution.”” An iter in evidence of his insistence upon 


the inviolability of the mails is his assertion that 


any other one thing, however, is his program for 
development of the postal savings system. Mr. 
Hays asserts, and most persons. will agree with 
him, that the rate of interest paid by postal savings 
banks is*not high enough, that the depositor is 
treated unfairly by the nonpayment cf interest on 
deposits left less than a year, and that no adequate 


benefits to the depositors and the country in gen- 
eral. 
There are great possibilities in the postal savings 
banks if they can be made popular. They would 
attract the savings of large numbers of small de- 
positors, particularly those of European extraction 
who have been educated to postal savings abroad 
and who distrust commercial banks. It would edu- 
cate more persons to save, just as the Liberty bond 
campaigns educated thousands of Americans to 
invest in other bonds. It would develop invaluable 
feeders to commercial banks and industrial capital. 
A growing bank account would make the small 
wage earner more conservative and less radical. 
It would improve the quality of our citizenship. 
There are innumerable arguments fn favor of the 
improvements suggested by Mr. Hays and few 
egainst these improvements. That is a feature of 
the report which should receive widespread support.

PEACEFUL PICKETING. 
[Philadelphia Evening Bulletin.] 


Once more the Supreme court attempts to define 
Chief Justice Taft 
has written the opinion, and in notably plain phrase 
seeks to inform ofganized labor as to the lige which | 
is drawn between its rights and the abuse of the. 
rights of other people. 

Based on the assumption of the present legality of | 
the strike, the accosting of any person in an in- 
offensive way, and the offer to communicate informa- 
tion and discuss matters, even with a view to in- 
fluencing action, is not regarded as aggression or a 
violation of another's right. This is persuasion. 

But, the court says, “if the offer is declined, as it 
may rightfully be, then persistence, importunity, fol- 
lowing and dogging become unjustifiable annoyance 
and, obstruction, which is likely soon to savor of 

timidation.. From all this the person sought to be 
influenced has a right to be free, and his employers 
have right to have him free.” | 

The line of definition between lawful and unlawful 
persuasion does not differ materially from previous 
decisions of the courts. Chief Justice Taft may ap- 
pear to go a little further than some other judges in 
his recognition of the right of picketing in any form, 
but in the restfictions which he places on the exercige 
of that right he leaves a field so narrow that “ picket- 
ing," as it is commonly practiced, will find no oppor- , 
tunity. 


The absolute right of the individual to work, if he | 


pleases and ig satisfied with thé terms of his employ- 
ment, must be recognized. Not even the Clayton act | 
can render a trade union: immune to the law and the | 
underlying constitution, which guarantees such equal-

THE 100 YEAR RACE. 
HEN the American Public 
Health association met in No- 
vember to celebrate the fiftieth 
annual meeting it featured a 
banquet in honor of Dr. Stephen Smith, 
the man wha when health commissioner 


of sanitarians to plan a fight against 
cholera and in that way started their 
association. 

Dr. Stephen Smith will be 99 years of 
age on Feb. 23 next. However, Dr. Wil- 
liam H. Welch, presiding as’ toastmaster 
at a banquet to the patriarch, said that 
in counting age we should figure from 
the date of conception rather than the 
gate of birth, and on ‘that basis Pr. 
Smith was within a few months of being 
100 years old. 

It will be recalled that the Rev. W. E.

fect that Abraham Lincoln was not the 
son of Thomas Lincoln. 

Dr. Smith, responding, told his audi- 
ence how to live to an active, vigorous 
old age. 

He gave the most prominent place in 
his list ‘to good parentage. One of Dr. 
Smith's sisters lived more than a hun- 
dred years. He agreed with Dr. Welch 
that careful selection of ancestors, par- 
ents, grandparents, and great-grand- 
parents was the first duty of the person 
who planned to work union hours at 90 
years, 

He especially stressed the necessity for 
right living, calling it personal hygiene. 

Many thousand people had written him 
asking for his formula for a long and 
useful life, most of them interpolating 
facts about themselves. 

To those-who wrote they could not eat 
eggs he replied, “ Then cut them out.” 
But to,those who wrote they could not 
drink milk he answered, “ Drink mors 
milk.’’ 

His own diet has been very simple— 
mostiy milk, cereals,. vegetables, and 
fruit, with meat only at rather long in- 
tervals. 

To those who wrote for a drug or rem- 
edy or “ brand,” as some of them called 
it, he replied that ‘“‘ he had none, unless 
work without worry could be catled 
uch.” 

He thought there was practically no 
harm in even excessive work if it was 
not mixed with worry. : 

He had not harmed himself by the use 
' of alcoholic beverages or tobacco. 

Nor was iil heaith a har to longevity. 
During the first fifty years of his Iife ne 
was not vigorous. His poor digestion 
made it necessary for him to live on a 
very simple diet.

WEEKS’ SPEECH 
ON FARMER STIRS 
IRE OF TINCHER 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—Secretary 
Weeks was severely criticized today in 
the house by Representative Tincher, 


Republican, Kansas, for his address 
yesterday in New York, which Mr. 
Tincher contended amounted “ not only 
to an attack on congress but an attuck - 
upon the President as well.”’ 

Declaring that it was a popular pas- 
time “when up in New York making 
a speech to condemn the American 
farmer in a roundabout way” and that 
it was generally popular anywhere to 
condemn congress, Mr. Tincher held 
that the war secretary's criticism, go- 
ing further, was a “ good sound rebuke 
for the President, who not only signed 
legislation of benefit to the farmer but 
refused to veto any bill even after re- 
quest of a cabinet member.” 

The Kansas representative said he 
belonged to no bloc and that it was 
not necessary to belong to one in the “ 
house to get fair legislation. He said 
he “ ventured the assertion” that Sec- 
retary Weeks “ stood absolutely alone ”’ 
in the contention that congress had 
discriminated unjustly in favor of tae 
farmers.

FARMERS SAVE $50 TO $75 BY 
BUTCHERING OWN HOGS 
ARMERS who have compared the 
‘price of live hogs with the price 
they have to pay for meat soon 
come to the conclusion that they 
can no longer afford to sell all of their 
hogs and buy bacon and hams over the 
counter at the cross roads grocery 
store. The farmer who neglects to 
kill enoligh hogs for home use is losing 
money. 
An illustration of this fact has keen 
worked out by Sleeter Bull, an expert 
on bytchering at the University of JIM- 
nois. He finds that a hog weighing 
225 pounds will dress about 80 per cent 
or produce a carcass weighing 180 
pounds. 
The following table worked out by 
Mr. Bull should be tacked up in every 
corn belt farmer's smoke house: 


GARDEN 


It is assumed that a farmer could 
get 6 cents a pound for a hog weighing 
225 pounds, or a total,of $13.50, if he 
sold it alive. Mr. Bull shows in his 
table above that the meat.and lard 
from this sized hog is retailed at $33.10. 
In other words, a farmer could effect 
a saving of; $19.69 on a 225 pound hog 


| lowing receipt of a telegram from Foot- 


alone by killing it at home and curing 
his own meat. The labor in butchering 
the hog is not included, but this is 
usually a minor factor. | 

The figures show that the farmer 


would save $50 to $75.
